BOOTON, Aug. 13.—A letter from San 
Domingo dated July 28, says: "A presi- 
deütial election took place on the 26th 
of June, General Ulysis Hereaux being 
elected by a large majority. 
General 
libMies, Üie defeated candidate, left for 
Samana two days after the election, 
raised an army of three thousand men, 
attacked Santiago and was defeated by 
the government forces. 
General Her- 
reaux, the president-elect, left here to- 
day, leading fire thousand men to rein- 
force General Superon at Santiago. Gen- 
eral Scaraman will join Herreanx, mak- 
ing his army 12,000 men. 
This is the 
strongest revolution that has started in 
San Domingo for years, but will be of 
«hört life, as General Herreauxis abrave 
and determined man, and understands 
the mode of fighting in this country."

I t Will Probably be Settled by 
Arbitration, 


NBW TOBK, Aug. 13.—A special from 
Washington says that in yesterday's 
consideration by the cabinet of Cutting's 
case, a proposition from the Mexican 
government was received that if the state 
department will send to the City of 
Mexico an able lawyer as a special envoy 
to confer with the attorney-general of 
Mexico, as to the proper interpretation 
of the laws under which Cutting is held, 
they believe an amicable sojution can be 
arrived at. 
The cabiuet nuanimonsly 
agreed to accept the proposition. 
This 
government is not bound by the report 
that the representative may make, but 
upon this report there can be established 
8dditional diplomatic procedure. 
Pend- 
ing this agreement neither government 
will take action. 
The special envoy 
will not be a person who is in any way 
connected with the service of the gov- 
ernment. 


GOVBBNOB IRVIJAND'S I-BTREB. 


The Herald 
has the following dis- 
pntcü from Governor Irelai d to-day: 
"You ask for my views in tlie Cutting 
case. 
Cutting has never applied to me. 
It may be conceded, if necessary, that 
Catting has been legally convicted under 
the Mexican law, but the people and 
government of the United States can 
never submit to suce rule of law. Every 
editor and every other person who writes 
or prints matter in the United States ob- 
noxious to the views of the Mexican 
courts can at any time when found in 
Mexico be arrested and punished as 
Cutting has been. 
The person of Cut- 
ting is not involved and surely our gov 
ernment has not made an idle demand. 
No one wants war and I trust no one 
wanta peace at the expense of national 
honor and the rights of an American cit- 
izen.

D. E. Finley, late chief train dis- 
patcher of the Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago railroad, was drowned yes- 
terday while bathing iA Eel river, at 
Worthington, Ind. 


The fii^t of the state elections to come 
herearter will be that of Vermont, on 
September 7. Maine will follow on Sep- 
tember 13. All of the rest of the states 
will vote on November 2. 


From present indications the com 
crop in Whitley county this year will 
prove a great failure, many fields will 
not yield a bushel to the acre, while but 
very few will go over half a crop. 
In 
some parts of the county there has been 
no rain of any consequence for two 
months. 


The recently destroyed soldiers' or- 
phans' home, at Enightstown will be re- 
built at once. The trustees met, and as 
the insurance money is in their name it 
is held no legislative action is needed. 
The $25,000 of insurance added to the 
walls already standing will go as far as 
can be gone until the legislature is in 
session to make further appropriations. 


Between four and five o'clock yester- 
day morning, during the thunder storm, 
the house of Jacob Shideler, of Lancas- 
ter township, Huntington county, was 
struck with lightning and quite badly 
wrecked. The fluid entered the roof, 
tore oft' chimneys, and going to the first 
floor, tore a large hole therein, and then 
threw the board underpinning around 
the yard in every direction. 
None sA 
the family were injured. 


Sixty-three of the sixty-six switchmen 
who inaugurated the strike on the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Soutjiem railrpad 
at Chicago, last June, were paid a full 
month's wages last Saturday. 
Those 
who had engaged in the strike of April 
received S70, the others $65. The pay- 
ment ot tbia money is the fulfillment of 
a promise made to the men by the switch- 
men's uniou of the United States to pay 
them wages if tliey would not call out 
the switchmen of the other Chicago 
roads. The men are contented, and are 
still hopeful of winning, and they mean 
to return to work in a bodv. 
Only two 
of the strikers have applied for work on 
other roads. They were refused employ- 
ment. The L(-ke Shore road is guarded 
for thirty miles out of the city. 
No 
switching is done at night, and the strik- 
ers point to this as a proof of their 
declaration that the road is not handling 
nearly all of the freight that comes to it«

MINE DISASTER. 


Forty Men 
Killed in an Explo- 
sion. 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—A dispatch from 
Leigh, Lancashire, states that a terrible 
explosion occurred this morning in the 
Wood-end colliery, at that place. 
One 
hnndred and forty miners were below at 
the time of the explosion and many of 
them were shockingly burned. 
Two 
corpses have already been rescued. 


A later dispatch says that forty miners 
were killed by the explosion. 


A Big ¡^ torm. 


CHIOAOO, Aug. 13.—A fierce gale last 
night passed over central and south- 
western Illinois, accompanied by heavy 
rains. 
Much damage was done by the 
rushing winds. At Elliott, in Ford 
conn y, five cars were blown from the 
tracks of the Lake Erie road. A passen- 
ger train ran into the wreck, but for- 
tunately no one on either train was in- 
jured. The rain will greatly benefit the 
crops. 


A tornado swept over lUiopolis, Til., 
yesterday, leveling 
corn 
and grain. 
While it was raging, a fire broke out in 
the center of the town, but by a great 
effort the citizens succeeded in extin- 
guishing it. 


An Oil Tank on Fire. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 13.—At 12:30 to-day 
a tank at Doan's oil works on Eingsbury 
run caught fire and exploded with con- 
siderable 
force. 
Nine steamers are 
working at the fire, which is thought to 
be fully under control.

TILDEN'S GRAVE, 


And His Picturesque Burial Lot. 


At New Lebanon, Columbia county, N. Y., 
the mortal remaijis of Samuel Jones Tilden 
were buried, Saturday, Aug. 7. There, in the 
little country hamlet, his life started, seven- 
ty-two years ago. 
When it had worn out 
the body^and taken its flight to unlaiown 
realms, the day mold it had inhabited was 
given back to the same kindly earth at New 
Lebanon. 


The portrait in the illustration is from 
a photograph ta- 
ken only a few 
weeks before Mr. 
Tilden died. 
For 
t h e p a s t 
t e n 
months 
he had 
been 
gaining in 
flesh and strength, 
and there was rea- 
son to believe that 
he had years of life 
before him 
yet. 
There 
was even 
talk of nominating 
him for the presi- 
dency in 1S88, with 
or without his consent. 
Itival candidates 
will undoubtedly breathe more freely now, 
old and i»fii-m as the Sage of Oreystone 
was. 
He was the shrewdest political organ- 
izer of his time. 


Eumor had the distinguished old man be- 
nvthed to more women than was the luck of 
any other bachelor of his time, yet he lived 
and died single. There is not even the record 
of an early love disappointment, such as in- 
vested President Buchanan with romantic 
interest, to gild Tilden's blunt unvarnished 
bachelorhood. 
He appears to have remained 
single because he liked it best that way. Had 
he chosen he might have been a bachelor 
president. 
There is every reason to believe 
that he might have died pi-esident had he ac- 
cepted the Democratic nomination in 1884. 
He could have had it also in 18S0. As it was, 
he was a president maker, and jyerhaps that 
was as much consolation to him as having 
the office for himself. 
At any rate, it was 
far less bother. 
His letter of declination in 
1S84 gave the nomination to Mr. Cleveland. 


THE PRESIDKIiT AT T H E B I E R . 


The president attended Mr. Tilden's fun- 
eral and stood with bowed head beside the 
coffin of the great master Democrat. 
Sev- 
eral members of the cabinet also came over 
from Washington to Greystone to be present. 


A striking and pleasing feature of the scene 
as the bofly lay in state at Greystone was the 
absence of heavy black drapery about the 
reveretl remains. The catafalque, where the 
body lay in state in his own room looking 
out over the Hudson, was covered with snow 
white hangings. 
It 
was 
beautiful 
and 
unique. 


iMany famous men have "died like a tree at 
the top fii-st," as Dean Swift said of himself, 
Mr. Tilden was spared 
that 
most sor- 
rowful 
kind 
of 
decay. 
For 
some 
years 
his 
body 
has 
been practically 
dead. 
He 
was 
so 
paralyzed 
th»; 
it is hard to see how he kept in the flesh 
so long. 
His vocal chords ceased to act sev- 
eral years ago, and he could only speak in a 
whisper, so low that the listener had to bend 
his head close to Mr. Tilden's lips to hear. His 
left hand was useless; his right hand shook so 
that if he wished to extend it in greeting to a 
friend it had to be shot forward with a sud- 
den impulse to make it move at all. 


When he walked it was with a slow, shuf- 
fling step, painful to be seen. 
His hearing 
was the only sense that remained to him per- 
fect. 
Yet his mind was strong, and crystal? 
clear to the last. 
He was so helpless that for 
.some years he has had to be fed like a child; 
yet within a few months he dictated and 
issuefl a document so vigorous and statesman- 
like that it waked up the whole country. The 
document was his letter to Senator Hawley 
on our neetl of coast defences and fortifica- 
tions. 
It conimeuded ifself to members of 
both political parties. 


The Tilden burial plot is of unique and 
l>eautiful design. 
Probably Mr. Tilden him- 
self planned it, for it was the work of no or- 
dinary niiud. The plot is in the village ceme- 
tery, and is laid out in circular form. 
In the 
center are l)urie(l the statesman's father and 
mother. 
A tall marble burial urn is placed 
above them. 
Then a circular walk runs 
around their graves. 
After that comes a 
circle of four burial plots, then another circu- 
lar walk, then another round of grave plots. 
Four walks radiate from the central graves, 
where the Tilden ancestors repose, out to the 
circumference of the whole burial plot. Mr. 
Tilden is buried in the northwest corner grave 
of the inner circle. 
How his grave looks you 
see from the picture. 


TILDEN'S GRAVK. 


It is a i>eaceful country graveyard. The 
thoughts of the Sage of Greystone turned to 
that in his old - days, rather than to the more 
pretentious cemeteries nearer New York city. 
His family were Pi-esbyterians. 


Greystone is a beautiful country seat on a 
Hudson river hill, above the village of Yon- 
kers, nine miles from New York city. 
Mr. 
Tilden's city home, at Gramercy park, in New 
York, was a luxurious and beautiful nuin- 
Bion. It had been originally two houses, 
which were made over into one. Its choicest 
treasure is its vast library of :iO,000 volumes, 
which New York city hopes to possess as a 
legacy from th* sage.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Most of the lead- 
ing statesmen of the country have fine resi- 
dences away from Washington and there are 
n o t a few like Senator Stanford and Con- 
gressman Scott who keep up three or four 
different establishments. 
Senator Sherman 
lives at Mansfield, O., and he has a little farm 
surrounding his residence in the best part of 
the city. 
His house is on a hill and its win- 
dow.s overlook miles of the rolling country of 
central Ohio. 
It has acres of beautiful lawn 
and trees and there is an orchard at its back. 
The house.itself is a large rambling brick 
structure with a Mansard roof, and 
with 
steps and finishings of a wonderfully striped 
red sandstone, which comes f r o m Mrs. Sher- 
man's farm near Mansfield. 
The rooms in 
Senator Sherman's house are very large and 
their ceilings are high. 
A wide hall runs 
through the center and there are many veran- 
das, the ceilings of 
which are finished in 
Greorgia pine. 


The senator has a large library on the 
ground floor, anil the walls of this, like those 
in his house at W^ashington, are lined with 
books. 
In Mansfield Senator Sherman is 
known M.s I )]a in .Tohn Sherman.

Senator Ivlmunds lives at Durlington, Vei-- 
monf, and his lions,MIKTO is a plain old-fash- 
ionerl l<ri k of ^nedini i size, situated on the 
slojie of the hill on wlii -h Burlington is built. 
It ha.s three or four acres of grf)und about it, 
which ijre laid out in lawn and park, and his 
wiiKlows eormnand a beautiful viewof Liake 
Cliamplain and tin* Adirondack mountains. 
There is nf)thini:: sÍKc.vy about the place, and 
the house is as plain and reserved as Senator 
Edmunds hinis;'lf. 
Kdnmnds lives here in a 
democi ;Uie mannej-. 
Ho does not drive about 
in liviiry, noi- rloes h.e give extravagant recep- 
tions. 
You may often 
him, with his wife 
by his sidi', K'^i'^o 
t,he country, driring 


his hor.ses liimself, and his habits are severely 
plain. 


Seiiator Wilson lives in the little town of 
Fairfield, Iowa. 
His home is on the edge of 
the town, and iteonsists of a two-story frame 
liou.se, with 
fifty-five 
acres 
of lawn 
and 
meadow. 
The house is a very comfortable 
one. 
It has a wide hall running through its 
ee7iter, a?id at tlje right is the library and par- 
lor. Near the house stands a water|)ipe raised 


fifty 
feet into the air, which supplies the 
house with water and which is filled by the 
windmiU. 
Senator Wilson has all the mod- 
e m conveniences, though he is practically in 
the country, for the town of Fairfield is less 
than 4,000 in size. 
For a time he made his 
own gas, but he now gets this from the 
city. 
There is a beautiful fountain in his 
yard, and he raises everything upon his place 
that the advanced farmer pretends to raise. 
He has his own fish pond, and he raises his 
own pork and chickens. 
He keeps Jersey 
cows, and he takes as much interest in the 
town of Fairfield as though he owned it. 


Judge W. D. Kelley has an old homstead in 
¡Philadelphia which he calls "The Elms." 
He 
built it for himself thirty-three years ago, and 
it has been but little changed since then. 
It 
is a stone house covered with white stucco. It 
is about forty feet wide by forty-three feet 
deep, and it has a large hall running through 
the 
fenter. 
There is a bay window at the 
side, and the interior has one of the best 
politico-economical libraries in the country. 
The library is on the ground floor, and there 
is a large desk in its center which is littered 
with the letters, pamphlets and lx)oks of a 
hard working literary man and statesman. 
Though Kelley is well up in the seventies he 
still works as hard as when he b e ^ n congres- 
sional life during Lincoln's presidency. 
He 
keeps up magazine and book writuig at the 
same time, and he turns out about as much 
copy for The Congressional Record and the 
editors as any man in congress. 
Judge 
¡Kelley's father was a jeweler, and the judge 
himself began life at 1.3 in a watch shop. Here 
in his library between two of the windows 
stands one of those old-fashioned clocks, with 
aliigh colored, chubby face looking down, on 
the dial. 
This clock was made by Judge 
KeUey's father, and the judge bought it in 
after time from the widow of the man to 
whom his fatlier sold it. 
A large lawn sur- 
rounds this house, and this is full of fine old 
forest trees, the most of which the judge has 
seen grow up himself, and .some of which he 
has planteii in connection with his friends. 


Sam Randall lives at Berwyn, in an old 
stone farmhouse, which he has rented for 
years. 
The house is surrounded by trees, 
and it is perhaps 100 years old. 
Randall's 
f a r m comprises eighty acres of land, and it is 
not an uncommon sight to see him with his 
coat off, working about it during the sum- 
mer. 
The country in which it is located is 
rolling, and Raiidall's neighbors are thrifty 
farmers who have small and well cultivated 
farms. 
Mr. liandalls chief associates dur- 
ing the summer ai-e 
with his neighbors, 
though many a delei^ation of ofhee seekers 
conies out to see hiin. 
They are driven from 
the station to the Randall hou.sG, and the 
hack drivers charge §1..50 for the round trip. 
Sam Randall is not wealthy, but his tastes 
are of the simplest, and he is satisfied with 
about S 1.5,000, the amount of his accumulated 
savings, and a reputation for integrity which 
has never been questionefl. 


Senator Vance's country home is known as 
"Gombroon," after one of the opium dreams 
of De Quincy. 
It consists of a splendid 
estate of forest of 1,()00 acres, on the edge of 
the Blue Ridge mountains. 
It is on one of 
the highest point-s east of the Mississippi, and 
it is near the head of the Swannanoah river. 
Here Senator Vance now lives during the 
hot summers, in a log cabin of three or four 
rooms, though he is building a fine country 
homo near by. 
He is a lover of nature, and 
though he has a very pleasant home at Wash- 
ington, he gets tired of the flat streets and 
the regular lines of trees long before the 
end of each congressional session, and says 
he is anxious to get to North Carolina, where 
he can lie upon the grass in his shirt sleeves 
and see the industrious negro ploughing with 
a one-eyed mule.
